In the excite- 


ment of flitting, when the nest Is disturb- 
ed the mistake Is repoat-ed, and the seeds 
are also saved. 
The trick Is found out- 


some day, for the seeds, liko the cocoons, 
awake out of sleep.

plavs the fraud. 
Tho seeds are thus sup- 


posed to be scattered. They germinate and 
seem to thrive In the anti nests.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

OVERNOR MORRIUL'S HISTORY OF 


THE GRASSHOPPER PLAGUE. 


Regan In 1866 and Ended In 187S-Terrt. 


We Destruction or All Vegetation-Braver 
Mci *l>ero Never Were Tban the Farm- 
ers <wf Kimstui. 


Governor Merrill's favorite story is about 


ho Kansas grasshopper. Here It Is: 


"Up to 1866 there had been no grasshop- 


pers seen In Brown county. The county 
lad been settled 13 years, and our people 
wore in blissful ignorance of the existence 
of this plague. 
In the latter part of Au- 


rust of that year reports were brought in 
jy'settlers on the frontier that they had 
appeared there in immense numbers and 
were very destructive. Day by day reports 
came that they were drawing near, and 
about Sept.-8 they reached tho western 
Ina of the county, moving from 3 to 13 
rnllos per day. 
"On Sept. 10 the immense army, which 


no man could cumber.rfeached Hiawatha, 
devouring every green thing from the faco 
of the earth. The cornfields were literally 
stripped, leaving the bare stalk with the 
ears hanging to it and' tho latter often 
oadly eaten. The. corn was too for ad- 
vanced, however, for them to in;ure It 
very seriously, and the only real loss from 
•hem that rail was In the destruction o£ 
forage. 
They deposited Immense quanti- 


ties of eggs, which batched out In theant- 
tor part ot April and early in May, 1867. 


"This crop 'was of course obliged to 


feed upon whatever was within theirreach 
until they were large enough to travel, and 
whenever they hatched In large numbers 
near fields of small grain there was no pos- 
sibility of raising U-. The beaten paths and 
roads and the newly broken prairie seemed 
to bo favorite locations for depositing their 
eg"3 
Many fields of small grain were en- 


tirely destroyed that spring, while many 
others escaped unharmed. The corn was 
cot much injured, though in some locali- 
ties the early corn was destroyed. 
About 


Juno 20 they left and were cot again seen 
di-ric" the <c.ison. But a small portion of 
tho county was under cultivation then, 
and the total loss was small compared wilh 
that of 167-1, 
"In tho fall of 1S6S they again appeared, 


but far less numerous and causing far less 
loss. Their appearance st this time caused 
very little excitement, and but slight im- 
portance was attached to it. A few eggs 
were deposited, and the following spring a 
few gardens were injured, but not much 
attention was paid to it. 


"In the carl-part of August, 1874, they 


again appeared. At this time the country 
west was much better settled, and tho rail- 
roads penetrating to the Rocky mountains 
brought the news of the approaching hosts 
while they were hundreds of miles sway 
and weeks before they reached here. 
Ilia 


season had been a very dry one, with fre- 
quent hot south winds, so common an at- 
tendant of droughts and so exceedingly 
disagreeable. Tho corn at best would have 
been nearly a failure, but what little there 
was of grain or foliage speedily disap- 
peared. Trees were stripped of shea- leaves. 
•\Dple and peach orchards could frequently 
bfl seen leaded with rich fruit, but without 
A leaf to protect it from tie hot sun. 
In 


many cases the fruit was much injured, 
nnd it was a common sight to see peach 
trees hanging full of pits, the me&t of <:ho 
fruit having been neatly nibbled off. in 
«omo cases the bark was eaten from trees. 
Nothing escaped, for they seemed quite in- 
different as "to the quality of their food. 
Tomato plants, onions and even tobacco 
plants were utterly destroyed. 
" -Vgain they laid their eggs in immense 


numbers. Ecavy freight trains on tho 
railroads wcro frequently delayed for hours 
bv their gathering on the track in largo 
numbers, the wheels crushing them and 
forming an oily, soapy substance. 


••The'spring of 1S75 but little apprehen- 


sion of much damage was felt, and tho 
farmers put In an unusual amount, of 
small grain. 
When the warm days of 


spriu" came, tho little pests hatched out in 
u umbers far exceeding any thing before es- 


irienced. 
The season was unusually fa- 


o-nblo for small grain, and on Jlny 1 
here was as fine a prospect, for an abun- 
fl-»it harvest as was ever known. len 
davs later the myriads of llule hoppers, 
ast developing, were swooping it away, 
and on June 1 but few fields of gram wore 
eft. 
The corn was much injured; nearly 


all thclirst-plontiuew-as utterly destroyed. 
Mnr.y replanted at" once, without waiting 
until thev had passed away, and n^inlostj 
t all. 
In nae case a farmer planted 200 


acres four times. 


"Those wero indeed dark days for the 


farmers. All hope for raislnganytnine fir 
ho season was well nigh gone. The mid- 
dle of June came, and still the hoppers tar- 
ried Tho farmers with wonderful courage 
and pntieucc had plowed up their young 
T-ais fields where the crop had been de- 
'troyed and wero busily engaged in plant- 
ag corn. From June 12 to CO an immense 
amount of corn was planted. 
In an ordi- 


nary season this would have been too low 
to make any crop, but tho soason proved 
most favorable. 
Rains were frequent and 


cot too heavy. About Juno -20 the grass- 
hoppers commenced leaving, and by the 
25th not one could be found. 


"If ever men showed true pluck under 


discouraging circumstances, tho farmers 
did during the spring of 1S7S. Braver men 
never lived; truer men never b-.t brood. 
TK- season continued favorable, and an 
Immense crop of corn and vegetables was

GAMES IN WHICH MEN AND PONIES 


ENGAGE ON PUNCHERS' DAYS. 


Tests of Sltill That Would Not Do For Or- 


(Unary Kldern— A Sort of Tuc of 'Wai 
With a Beautiful Shock at the End ol 
It— Joy Unalloyed. 


In a meeting ol Tosas and Oklahoma 


cow punchers last season after the work 
was dono it was proposed to have a "cow 
punchers' day." 


"Lot's stretch a-fow ropes," sold one oi 


them. 


Tbe'men were lying idly about In camr, 


wlu,n this announcement was made, bat 
In u twinkling they were on their feet sad- 
dling horses, tightening girths and pre- 
paring for action in general. 
Before an 


easterner could have bridled his horse the 
men had divided into two opposing sides. 
O.io man from each side had unsjung his 
rope, ono end of which was flrraly secured 
to the lioin of bis saddle. The loose-ends 
of the two ropes wore then tied together, 
thus leaving the two riders joined to each 
other by about ICO feot of rope fastened to 
their saddle horns. They took their stand 
facing the saino way and only a few feet 
apart, leaving tho ropo slack between 
tliam.- Suddenly, as if nt a signal, they 
put spurs to their ponies and clashed off 
at full spend. 
For awhile the. ropo trailed 


in a doublo curve, but (gradually tightened 
as the tworidors began to turn each to the 
uu-sklo and away from each other. Final- 
ly tlio motion ceased, each horse pulling 
a'gninsr, tho osbor in such a way that 
neither had tho advantage. 


Tho strain on the ropes was tremendous, 


but tho ropes, constructed to stand tho 
pulling of a maddened steer, stood this 
rest also. The plucky littlo ponies panted 
ami tugged and etrained their nerves 
against, ciicb other. Their riders had all 
they could do to encourage their animals 
ana to keep them in such a position ns to 
retain thuir own souls. Had either pony 
turned his back squarely for a fair pull, 
tho rider would hovo been brushed off by 
the ropo immediately. It was a test that 
required fine horsemanship, a steady hand 
;ind n practiced eye. It was a well fought 
buttle, and tho spectators cheered it lusti- 
ly. For some minutes neither pony seamed 
able to pull tho other, but gradually the 
Texas pony seemed to gain the advantage. 
Step by stop he backed uwoy, pulling his 
opponent with him. 


Seeing ho wns beaten it ho relied on 


brute force, the Oklahoma roan determined 
to soo what strategy would do. Keeping 
tho rope always taut, ho galloped around 
Clio oiroumferenco of a circle of which his 
antagonist was tho center aud the ropo a 
radius. First he galloped In ooc direction 
and then in the opposite. Then he stopped 
altogether and slackened the rope. His 
only liopowas to brush his antagonist out' 
of his saddle with tho rope, and as long us 
his opponent faced him squarely ha could 
not do this. 


Onco more tho Oklahoma puncher slacks 


tho rope, his opponent's pony turns slight- 
ly, nnd quick as a flash tho ropo has 
swung around, and the Texan is lifted 
clear of his saddle aiid thrown violently to 
tho ground.

For over an hour each contests wont on, 


with fortune favoring sometimes ono sido 
and sometimes tho other. 


The last thing of tha day as well as 


tho last of all punchers' days was what 
might be called a tug of war contest, a 
general conflict, answering, unintention- 
ally enough, to the nieloe of nnciont tour- 
numor.ts. It was held in tho evening. 
Three ropes wcro twisted together Into 
ono thick cable, as tho occasion required 
threefold power of resistance. Some eight 
or ten single ropes wore fastened to each 
sido of the cable, tho other ends being at- 
tuched to the saddle horns of tho riders, 
tho Texun crowd on ono side and the 
Oklahoma crowd on tho other. Tho battle 
began with a straight tug, ono sido against 
tlio other. Ponies and men, every nerve 
quivering, wero pulling 03 If llfo and death 
depended on the struggle. 
Seme were 


heaving against tho ropes as tboy would 
in pulling a heavy load in harness.

ers wcro pulling backward, with tho long 
ropo stretching away in front of them, 
The threefold cable held firm. 


Now one sido gavo way a few feot and 


Soon» however, it becanio 
evident; that tho Toxans were being out- 
pulled. 
Then tho scone changed. 
Tho 


Tcxans swung round and round to entan- 
gle tholr opponents nnd brush them from 
their saddles, 
This movement was met 


by a counter movement, 
Whichever can 


get outsldo In this contest has tho advan- 
tage; henci) it !a evident a long ropo la a 
boon. Shorty Wilkus is doing his best to 
push a big Texan buck. Ho Is doing 
nobly, but now two Toxans got together 
and swing around at full speed squarely 
against him. Ho and' liis horse go down 
together. He gets on his feet again amid 
tho burly burly of horses and men and 
dodges outside unharmed to safety. His 
riderless horse regains its feot aud rushes 
on in tho melee, adding to tho confusion 
and entanglements. 
Now all system van- 


ishes; ropes sweep inon fiom tho saddle; 
horses became entangled and go down; 
yells, cheers, shouting, swearing, shoot- 
ing, are fearful. 
Finally it Is discovered 


that two 'J.'uxans still retain their places, 
wbiloaH tlia Oklahoma saddles are empty. 
This settles It, Tho Toxans have won.

Do you think that 
a good namo to give aship-of-war?. Then 
suppose you change tho pronunciation 
and call it Concord, just as spelled. Does 
it not strike you, Chandler, that there is a 
degree of Concord in tho presence of a ves- 
sel of war?" 


Tho now ship was called tho Dolphin, 


but tho Concord appeared after General 
Arthur had oeascd to havo influence in 
naming the ships of tho navy.— Now York 
Times.

OMNIPRESENT HYDROGEN. 


One of tho 'Goinmonest £1emont«' of th< 


JSarth. and the TTniverfte. 


No result of 
Bpectroscopic research 


among the Heavenly bodies has been .more 
remarkable than 'that which demonstrates 
tho extraordinary abundance with which 
tho element hydrogen is diffused through- 
out the "universe. It Is, of courso, one ol 
the commonest elements of the oarrh, enter- 
ing, as it does, into the composition of ov- 
ery drop of water. Hydrogen is also a con- 
stituent part of avast number of solid- 
bodies, but the remarkable circumstance 
for our present purpose is that this same 
element is found in profusion elsewhere. 
Surrounding that visual glowing globe ol 
tho sun chore is an invisible atmosphere, 
of which tydrogen Is one of tho most 
prominent components. 


A like 'conclusion is drawn from the 


spectra of many o'f tho stars. In tho case 
of certain specially whlto and brilliant 
gems, of which Sirius and Vega may bo 
taken as the types, tbo chief spectroscopic 
feature is the extraordinary abundance in 
which hydrogen is present. Even in cho 
dim and distent nebula: gaseoos hydrogen 
is the constituent more easily recognized 
than any other which tboy may possess. 
Indeed it may be] affirmed that we do not 
know any other substance which is so 
widely diffused as hydrogen. 


It need hardly be said that this gas Is 


an important constituent in those com- 
pound bodies with which life is associated. 
In that somewhat growsomo exhibition 
which shows the actual quantities of tho 
several elements of -which an average hu- 
man body IE composed the bulk of tho hy- 
drogen forms one of the most striking 
items, and Indeed 'in connection with all 
forms of animal and vegetable life hydro- 
gen is o'f primary importance. In the ar- 
gument from analogy for the existence ol 
life in other worlds It is significant to 
note that an element associated in such an 
emphatic manner with the manifestation 
of life here should now be shown to be - 
widespread through tho universe. — Sir 
Bobort Ball in Fortnightly Kaview.

It is full of 


It. You iavo to bo very careful how you 
live, whafi you drink, and then you aro 
fortunato-to escape. In tlio hotels—such 
as thoy aro—you find marble floors. In 
your room you will flnd a little rug near 
your bed, and you are supposed to stand on 
this rug while dressing. 


You are warnod to keep off tho marble 


In your baro feet. 
You may catch yellow 


fever. 
Carpets you havo not. 
Thoy hold 


the germs. Ninety per cent of thu houses 
aro but a single story high. 
Tho streets 


uro just wide enough to allow two small 
vehicles to pass, and thu sidewalks are 
about two feet in width. 


"But-what impressed me Is tho system of 


taxes—bribe taking and tipping. If you 
register at a hotel, you place a stamp op- 
posite your name If you use a .sheet 
of. paper, you stamp it, and if you go 
into a public park somebody will ask you 
for 10 cents before you sit down. Then 
the stamps aro only kept in limited quan- 
tities. I usked a hotel clerk why they did 
not keep a better supply.

THE WORST OF ALL EVILS'AND MOST 


DIFFICULT TO CONTROL. 


Crbwtb of tho Hsblt Duo In Great Hca*.

tercstinc Study—Liars Should Bo Sliut 
Up In Asylums as tho Insane Aro, 


There is nothing in tho power of tbo hu- 


man being so br.d as,:i lie. Thorn- is noth- 
ing that smirches character so bad as a lio. 
There is nothing that turns ono en against 
himself as n lie. There is nothing that so 
destroys tbo confidence of our friends as a 
lie. There is no compensation possible for 
tho evil of a lio. It cats back, corrosively 
into yourself, aud you cnnnot got back 
your soundness. 
It rarely ever oven tem- 


porarily makes a profit, and I tbiakin tho 
end never. 


Tho puzzle of puzzles is why some peo- 


ple lio BO easily. They rarely undertake to 
be exact and yet do not recognize them- 
selves as liars. It is their first impulse to 
ovoid'straightforwardness.andtbeyplungo 
ahead in conversation, simply trying to 
got around point nftcrpoinc. 
It is a mis- 


take and a misfortune to form such a hab- 
it. It grows on the victim, and it increases 
its power. In nine cases out of ten tho 
simple facts would bo easily told, and tho 
tolling more advantageous than either con- 
cealment or a falsehood, but the habit has 
been encouraged to misrepresent or con- 
ceal, and the whole mental nature es- 
hausts its fertility In a purpose not to bo 
open and honest. When this appears in a 
person'of good ability, mild disposition 
and Industry, it is lamentable. 
- 
The power of lying as a habit to grow is 


amazing. Tho reason probably is that the 
liar lies to himself as badly os he does to 
others—that is, he tries to bclievo ho is 
truthful until ho believes what he scys is 
true, or at least is uncertain about it. I 
know ono or two persons with wiiom you. 
may say lying is a chronic difO.-.sc. 
They 


talk on ot entire random. Their whole 
life becomes a romance. They may occa- 
sionally touch bottom on a fact, but they 
do it by accident. They do not know it. 
It is simply because facts are so many as 
to get in their way. "What an uucon- 
ectonablo linr that creature is," said a 
friend. 
"She cannot tell the truth." I 


am not euro but wo should hare o now 
name for this sort of people. The fact is 
they havo lost all sense of the true and tho 
falso, os they havo of right and wrong. 
Louis Stevenson's novels are no more a 
pieco of intellectual manufacture than arc 
their everyday conversations. This is true 
not only of some of the lower class, but of 
an occasional person in the highest ranks 
of society. I know an eminent litterateur 
who is so snarled up urr,o:is t!;e creatures 
of his imagination that be cannot tell tho 
real from the iiction.il. It is dangerous to 
be his friend, for he Is liable to get you 
woven into a great web of his fancies, and 
then with all his might he believes you 
are guilty of absurdities or worse time 
were'enacted only in his brain. lie will 
swenr to there "facts" with all sincerity. 
His life can never be restored to a basis of 
realities. 
Thero should be hospitals fcr liars, or 


retreats, such as wo provide for the i:i- 
sono when their cases become chronic and 
dangerous. They become dangerous to the 
community, quite as dangerous as forgers 
and shoplifters, and far worse for our own 
peace ar.d happiness. II by accident you 


1?etono(jf these people i.itoyour honse- 
'tiold, you never will ftct -_!'.c com'usion rec- 
tified. Kos; becomes west. Lovu is per- 
verted Into evil intent. Kvon facts fall to 
tell thu truth. Everything is wrong end 
foremost.
